30 AN EMPLOYING INSTITUTION ASDEFINED IN § 30-101(E) OF THIS ARTICLE; AND

31 (3) THE INDIVIDUAL REQUESTS A LUMP-SUM PAYMENT OF THE VESTED
32 ALLOWANCE ON A FORM PROVIDED BY THE STATE RETIREMENT AGENCY.
